ACT I. 


A room in Don Pasquale’s house. Don Pasquale is found in 
a towering rage because his nephew, Ernesto, in defiance of his 
wishes, desires to marry the sprightly widow, Norina. Dr. 
Malatesta, a friend of all three, hatches a plot in order to bring the 
Don to a more reasonable frame of mind. The plan is put into 
operation when Norina is introduced to the Don as Malatesta’s 
sister who is suggested to Pasquale as a suitable match for himself. 


ACT 2. 


In Don Pasquale’s house. Norina and the Don are now formally 
affianced, and Norina, under Malatesta’s instructions, proceeds 
to show the unfortunate Don that he has caught a Tartar. Ernesto, 
who is not in the plot, looks on in amazement at the behaviour of 
this new Norina, who shows herself to be a bully, a virago and a 
spendthrift.

Again in Pasquale’s house. Don Pasquale enters to find Norina 
surrounded by clamorous tradespeople. When he protests she 
boxes his ears and no soothing by Dr. Malatesta can cool his anger.
